This is one camera you feel comfortable 
with, right from the start. All controls 
are systematically positioned for natural 
convenience. Your left hand controls 
focus and exposure adjustments; your 
right is always ready to trip the shutter 
and advance the film. The built-in meter 
system not only assures correct expo- 
sure but also lets you check it through 
the viewfinder. You never lose sight of 
your subject while you shoot off frame 
after frame without having to take the 
camera from your eye.

Nikkormat FT2 is an integral part of this 
most comprehensive system for 35mm 
photography. More than 45 famous 
Nikkor lenses, from 6mm Fisheye 
Nikkor to 2000mm Reflex Nikkor, along 


with more than 250 precision accesso- 
ries are available for use with the FT2. 
This moderately priced camera can be 
your key to all the wonders of Nikon 
photography. And, should you some- 
day decide to get a Nikon camera, the 
same lenses and most of your accessories 
will continue to serve you with your 
new equipment. For, progress without 
obsolescence is the principle of the 
Nikon system. 


Exposure is something you'd just as soon 
not have to fuss with—you just want to 
be sure it's right. The “center-weighted” 
meter system of the Nikkormat FT2 
makes sure of it, without fuss. 

Two light-sensitive CdS cells mea- 
sure the brightness of the entire pic- 
ture area as it appears in the viewfinder 
Through ingenious design, however, 
they get most of their information from 
the central portion of the viewfinder 
(hence “center-weighted"), where your 
main subject is usually located. This 
“weighted” area is clearly outlined in 
the camera viewfinder. 
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Accurate exposures with foolproof simplicity 


Center-weighted metering accom- 
modates more varied lighting situations, 
with a greater degree of accuracy, than 
any other metering system. And it's one 
of the easiest to use. Center the meter 
needle visible in the viewfinder, and 
you're set. There are no time-wasting 
extra operations. You concentrate on the 
picture, not on the camera. 

The system works with any lens 
you put on the camera, and with closeup 
accessories too. And, since it's center- 
weighted, it's equally reliable whether 
you're holding the camera in horizontal 
or vertical position. 
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The see-all, tell-all 
viewfinder 


Accurate through-the-lens viewing and 
focusing is, of course, what a single lens 
reflex camera is all about. And here, too, 
the Nikkormat FT2 excels. Its finder sys- 
tem embodies the advanced-design Type 
K focusing screen. Superbly bright from 
edge to edge, it lets you compose every 
picture with ease and confidence. You 
focus quickly and positively, using either 
the central “rangefinder” spot or the 
microprism collar, or any part of the 
matte screen area. This three-way focus 
option helps you make sure of pin-point 
sharpness with lenses of all focal lengths, 
from ultra-wide to extreme telephoto, 
and with any kind of subject. 
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..-provides a constant 
exposure check 


Looking through the FT2 finder, you see 
the meter needle with its centering 
bracket as well as over- and under- 
exposure indicators. Also visible is the 
selected shutter speed and the next 
higher and lower speeds. You can make 
any desired adjustmentand be sure every 
exposure will be “on the button” with- 
out taking your eye off the finder. And, 
because you set your exposure with the 
Auto-Nikkor lens wide open, there's no 
dimming of the bright finder image. 
(You can also check exposure from 
above, in a window on top of the camera.) 
The FT2 finder also accepts helpful 
Nikon system accessories: a right-angle 
finder for viewing from above, below or 
either side. An eyepiece magnifier, for 
super-critical focusing. If you wear eye- 
glasses, there are corrective eyepiece 
lenses to match your eyesight. 


The Nikkormat shutter 
makes it happen 


It gives you a choice of speeds from 
1/1000th to 1 second, plus B. You select 
the speed you want with your left hand 
while your right forefinger is poised, 
naturally, on the release button, ready to 
fire. This constant action-readiness typi- 
fies the human engineering with which 
the FT2 is built. It can mean the differ- 
ence between catching the peak of the 
action or the perfect expression and just 
missing it. And, with the selected speed 
visible in the viewfinder, you don't lose 
sight of your subject if you decide to 
change the shutter setting. 
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..-With flash 


Simply slip your flash unit onto the FT2 
accessory shoe. If the unit has a central 
cordless contact, it's automatically con- 
nected with the shutter. (The shoe is 
“live” only when a flash unit is in place.) 
With cord-type units, plug the cord into 
the single PC terminal on the side of the 
camera (it's threaded for screw-on Nikon 
cords so they can't slip off). You can use 
electronic flash up to 1/125th second, 
avoiding possible “ghost” images that 
bright existing light may cause at slower 
speeds. Focal-plane flash bulbs can be 
used at speeds up to 1/1000th second. 


...With self-timer control 


It gives you up to 8 seconds to get into 
the picture yourself before it automati- 
cally triggers the shutter. Use it also to 
avoid camera movement at slow shutter 
speeds, with the camera on a tripod.

Because the Nikkormat FT2 is a Nikon 
system camera, it gives you access to all 
the more than 45 Nikkor lenses in the 
system. They are the same lenses used 
with the famous Nikon camera, pre- 
ferred by top professionals over all 
other 35mm optics for their incompara- 
ble sharpness and color rendition. And 
their optical qualities are matched by 
precise yet rugged construction to make 
sure they give you the finest possible 
results not only when they are new but 
after years of rigorous, professional use. 
Nikon not only designs and builds all 
Nikkor lenses but even produces the 
optical glass that goes into them, in 
more than 220 varieties. 


...the widest 
range of lenses 


There are Fisheye Nikkors that cover a 
220° picture angle—actually “see” objects 
behind the camera. And there's a 
2000mm Reflex Nikkor that gives you 
40X magnification compared to the nor- 
mal 50mm lens. Between these extremes, 
you can choose among 16 wide-angle 
Nikkors, 3 normal lenses, 15 telephotos, 
7 Nikkor Zooms, plus lenses for closeup 
work and other special applications. 
Many are Nikon innovations; most em- 
body Nikon multiple-layer Integrated 
Coating (IC) to enhance their inherent, 
superior performance. No matter what 
picture you have in mind—you can 
always find the right Nikkor lens to take 
it perfectly.

It can be as simple and inex- 
pensive as an auxiliary lens that screws onto 
your regular camera lens—as versatile as a 
bellows attachment that not only puts a magni- 
fied image of a tiny subject on the film but also 
provides view camera-type adjustments for 
corrective photography. In fact, there are two 
bellows units in the Nikon system, along with 
automatic and manual extension tubes, and 
amazingly flexible copying stands. Other at-

slides (and, if necessary, improve them in 
the process). 

There are also special Nikkor lenses that 
let you focus on subjects from infinity to 
life-size closeup range, and other lenses 
expressly designed for closeup and macro 
work. But, no matter what lens you have 
on your FT2, there's a Nikon system 
accessory that lets you get extra close to 
your subject for excitingly different pic- 
tures.

ground, extra-long rails (2) that keep it perfectly 
straight. An over-size, polished pressure plate 
(3) flattens it even before it reaches the expo- 
sure frame and holds it flat for the exposure. A 
follow-up roller (4) maintains the flatness before 
the film winds onto the take-up spool (5) emul- 
sion-side out as a final flattening step. In- 
strument tests have shown this technique to 
produce measurably sharper images than less 


Even the finest, most carefully aligned lens can't 
give you a perfectly sharp picture unless the film 
is truly flat at the moment of exposure. That's 
why the Nikon designers went to extra lengths 
inthe FT2 to counteract the natural “curl” of 
35mm filmand make sure it travels straight 
through:the camera. First, a stabilizer (1) keeps 
the film cartridge steady and keeps it from wob- 
bling. The film moves on recessed, precision- 
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ly designed cameras. You'll also note the 
ional, structural rigidity of the FT2 back— 
r example of Nikon quality.
